RELIGION PART 
OF CAMPAIGN 


ATLANTA, Ga. — (BP)—Dr. 
Louie D. Newton, President of 
Protestants and Other Ameri- 
cans United for Separation of 
Church and State, and former 
president of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention, said in a for- 
mal statement that presiden- 
tial candidate John F. Kenne- 
dy’s promises of independence 
cannot be reconciled with the 
declarations of the Roman Ca- 
tholie Church to which he be- 
longs. 

Dr. Newton’s statement was 
prompted by an editorial in the 
Atianta Constitution saying 
“Georgians will do credit to 
themselves and the state if 
they will rule the issue of Sen. 
Kennedy’s religion out of 
bounds now.”’ 

Quoting from Osservatore Ro- 
mano, Vatican City newspaper, 
which said last May 17 that in 
“every sector of his activities 
he ( a Catholic) must inspire 
his private and public conduct 
by the law, orientation and in- 
struction of the hierarchy,”

About twelve years ago, while serving as pastor on 
the Gulf Coast, we saw the United States government 
close the U. S. Maritime Academy at Pass Christian. Im- 
mediately there arose in our heart, and in the hearts of 
some other Baptists in that area, a hope that Mississippi 
Baptists might acquire this property for a great state as- 
sembly. To more than one friend we expressed this 
thought, and often, when driving across the old highway 
bridge which at that time spannned the Bay of St. Louis 
near the site, we found ourselves admiring the property 
and wishing that Baptists might have it. It seemed to 

2 offer possibilities for the development of a great assem- 
bly beyond anything that Mississippi Baptists had ever 
hoped to have. 

Efforts to secure the property at that time were to no 
avail, although Mississippi Baptist leaders and interested 
local persons sought it. It appeared that the site would 
never. become available to Baptists, since educational in- 
stitutions or other government related groups had the 
first choice. 

A little less than two years ago when the federal gov- 
ernment declared the academy to be surplus property, and 
offered it for sale to the highest bidder, Mississippi Bap- 
tists again sought the property, and this time, through the 
blessing of God, were successful in acquiring ‘it. Those | 
familiar with the story, will say as Dr. W .D. Hudgins. 
said when speaking last Friday, “God gave us.Gulfshore.” 

In the intervening months since the property became 
ours the Assembly Committee and Assembly Director W.

RELIGION GETS LITTLE FROM 
FOUNDATION PHILANTHROPY 


NEW YORK — (EP) — Of the grand total of $625 mil- 
lion distributed annuaily by the more than 5,000 philan- 
thropic foundations in this country, less than five per cent— 
or about $28,065,000—goes to religious purposes. 

A comparison of the various fields in which grants are 
made shows that religion ranks next to the lowest in amounts 
received. The least is given to government, which on a 
yearly average receives $13,609,000. These and other statis- 
tics on foundation giving are contained in a new 872-page 
volume titled The Foundation Directory, Edition 1. Listing 
5.202 foundations, the report was published by the Russell 
Sage Foundation. 

An analysis of the grants to religion show that theologi- 
cal seminaries one year received 44 per cent, churches 26 
per cent, church-related schools 9 per cent, welfare programs 
6 per cent, znd ministers 5 per cent.

WASHINGTON, D. S. (INS) | 
—Seven airline passengers re- | 
| ceived civil penalties of $200| 
| each from the Federal Aviation | 
| Agency here on charges of vio- | 
i | lating its regulation prohibit- | 
ing drinking ‘from private li- | 
|quor supplies carried aboard a 
§ | commercial airliner. 

Adopted last March, the reg- | 
ulation bans airplane passen- | 
gers from drinking alcoholic | 
beverages unless served by air- | 
line personnel. It also forbids | 
airlines from serving liquor to | 
any passenger who appears to | 
be intoxicated. 

There was no liquor carried 
or served on the plane involved 
in the case of the seven passen- 
|gers. They were arrested in 
Canada when the New York- 
Montreal plane landed, and 
charged with disorderly con- 
duct and endangering the lives 
of fellow-passengers. 

Some legal experts expressed | 
doubt that a federal regular- | 
tory agency can assess a pen- | 
alty on a private citizen with- | 
out a trial or hearing, such as | 
the FAA has done with the | 
seven passengers. If any of | 
them contest the FAA's action, 
they could sue in a federal 
court to ‘enjoin collection and 
thus provide a legal test. |
